On  Monday,  July  23,  the  Admissions  Department  of 
Avila  in  conjunction  with  the  Evening  Division  Faculty 
hosted  a dinner  on  campus  for  business  leaders  and  per- 
sonnel directors  from  major  Kansas  City  area  businesses. 
The  evening  was  planned  to  present  the  new  programs  of- 
fered in  Avila’s  evening  division  in  detail.

One  ex- 
citing aspect  of  Avila’s  evening  program  is  the  three  step 
program  offered  in  most  courses,  which  include  the  Bach- 
elor of  Arts  degree,  the  Associate  degree  and  the  Certifi- 
cate program. 

During  the  past  few  months,  Mrs.  Jennewein  of  the 
Admissions  Office  has  been  calling  on  businesses  and 
Beeting  with  personnel  directors  and  potential  students, 
in  order  to  explain  more  fully  the  programs  open  at  Avila 
this  fall.  Materials  have  been  distributed  and  mailed  to 
most  area  businesses. 

Highlighting  the  evening  was  a presentation  by  Sister 
Paulette  Gladis,  Chairman  of  the  Business  Department.  In 
her  presentation  Sister  explained  the  new  programs  avail- 
able to  the  Business  Administration  major  and  outlined 
the  new  concepts  of  the  Business  Department.  Sister  ad- 
vised those  attending  that  Mrs.  Jennewein  is  available  for 
on-site  counseling  of  employees  who  are  interested  in  re- 
turning to  college.  Arrangements  for  this  service  may  be 
made  throught  the  Admissions  Office. 

Dean  Richard  Scott  spoke  to  the  gathering  about  the 
Accredited  Open  Test  Center  on  Avila’s  campus,  explain- 
ing that  all  in  the  community  may  avail  themselves  of  this 
process.  This  means  that  college  credit  may  be  granted 
for  those  passing  examinations.  This  is  through  the  Col- 
lege Level  Examination  Program  (CLEP). 

Dean  Scott  urged  anyone  interested  in  the  evening  pro- 
grams or  the  test  center  to  contact  the  college  for  addi- 
tional information. 

Registration  for  the  fall  semester  will  be  held  on  cam- 
pus August  29  and  August  30.  Avila  is  offering  the  com- 
munity an  exciting  program,  geared  to  the  need  of  the 
community  and  the  students.

GRANTS  AWARDED  AVILA 

Avila  has  recently  been  notified  that  the  college  is  to  re- 
ceive a $5000  federal  grant  under  Title  II  of  the  Higher 
Education  Act  of  1965.  The  grant,  awarded  through  the 
College  Library  Resources  Program,  will  be  used  to  in- 
crease the  library  materials,  including  films,  tapes,  and 
cassettes,  in  the  Special  Education  and  Reading  Education 
areas.  Also,  it  will  be  used  to  strengthen  and  update  re- 
sources available  in  the  area  of  urban  studies,  minority 
and  ethnic  studies,  and  community  mental  health. 

Notification  was  also  received  that  Avila  will  receive  a 
federal  grant  of  $1100.00  from  the  Office  of  Education  of 
the  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare.  The 
grant,  awarded  through  the  Veterans’  Cost  of  Instruction 
Program,  is  designed  to  enable  Avila  to  increase  its  ser- 
vices to  veterans.  The  number  of  veterans  attending  Avila 
has  more  than  doubled  in  the  last  year,  indicating  a need 
for  expanded  services.  The  grant  will  be  used  to  increase 
efforts  to  interest  veterans  in  participating  in  a wide 
range  of  educational  opportunities  available  and  to  pro- 
vide professional  assistance  to  the  veterans  for  counsel- 
ling on  personal,  educational,  and  career  problems. 

The  Department  of  Nursing  has  been  the  recipient  of 
two  federal  grants  from  the  Department  of  Health,  Educa- 
tion, and  Welfare.  Authorized  by  the  Nurse  Training  Act 
of  1971,  the  first  grant  of  $19,765  was  awarded  to  aid  in 
the  improvement  of  the  nursing  program.  Program  im- 
provements will  focus  on  the  following  objectives: 

1.  education  for  new  roles  in  nursing, 

2.  the  establishment  of  a cooperative  intradisciplinary 
training  program, 

3.  an  increase  in  student  enrollment  and  nurse  man- 
power, 

4.  the  improvement  of  the  nursing  curriculum,  and 

5.  an  increase  in  the  educational  opportunities  for  the 
disadvantaged. 

A second  grant  of  $10,493  has  also  been  received  by 
the  Nursing  Department.  This  grant  in  the  area  of  curricu- 
lum development  is  designed  to  assist  in  the  integration 
of  mental  health  nursing  into  the  total  nursing  curriculum. 


Sharon  Morgan  ’64  has  coauthored  a book  entitled 
Training  Teachers  for  the  Emotionally  Disturbed:  An  An- 
alysis of  Programs  with  two  of  her  graduate  professors  at 
the  University  of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor,  where  she  is  com- 
pleting her  doctoral  study.  The  book  has  just  been  pub- 
lished by  the  School  of  Education  at  the  University  of 
Michigan.  Sharon  has  accepted  a position  as  Assistant 
Professor  at  the  University  of  Colorado,  where  her  pri- 
mary responsibilities  will  be  in  research  and  program  de- 
velopment together  with  teaching  one  or  perhaps  two 
classes.
